SCHOOL  REPOHT. 

The  schools  have  had  a  successful  year's  work.  The  aver- 
age deportment  and  scholarship  has  been  high.  Cases  of  cor- 
poral punishment  have  been  rare.  Tact,  gentleness  and  firm- 
ness have  been  employed,  appealing  to  the  better  nature  of 
the  scholars.  Quite  generally  the  scholars  attended  the  first  • 
day  of  the  term — facilitating  the  early  classification  of  the 
schools.  One  thing  I  especially  desire  to  call  attention  to  is 
the  large  Roll  of  Honor ;  this  has  contributed  largely  to  the 
success  of  the  schools,  the  interest  of  such  scholars  constantly 
increasing,  careful  drill  and  thorough  review  made  possible. 
Not  that  these  are  always  the  best  scholars,  but  their  constant 
presence  makes  probable  a  result  which  irregular  attendance 
prevents. 

The  laws  relating  to  the  compulsory  attendance  of  scholars 
have  been  posted  as  required  by  law  and  the  following  state- 
ment shows  that  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  subject :

The  increased  amount  of  money  appropriated,  necessitating 
an  earlier  beginning  of  the  schools,  the  terms  should  be  so  ar- 
ranged as  to  avoid  the  inclement  and  uncomforable  weather 
which  greatly  interferes  with  attendance,  deportment  and  stu- 
diousness.  As  prescribed  by  the  general  court  the  study  of 
Physiology  a  nd  Hygiene  with  reference  to  the  effects  of  alco- 
holic drinks  upon  the  human  system,  has  been  introduced  into 
the  schools. 


Needful  apparatus  is  lacking  in  several  of  the  schools.  In 
District  No.  4  the  scholars  have  raised  money  by  subscription 
and  exhibitions  and  purchased  a  globe  and  wall  maps.  A 
good  example  for  needy  districts  to  follow. 

The  classes  were  carefully  reviewed  in  their  studies  and  a 
record  of  the  work  made,  so  that  the  work  of  the  term  may 
not  be  simply  motion,  but  progress.  The  closing  examinations 
of  the  schools  have  been  generally  well  attended  by  parents 
and  friends,  which  was  encouraging  to  the  scholars,  cheering  to 
the  teachers,  and  gratifying  to  the  committee,  giving  a  better 
opportunity  to  express  satisfaction  than  can  be  done  in  the  lim- 
ited space  allowed  to  the  annual  report.

They  suc- 
ceeded in  inspiring  their  scholars  with  enthusiasm  in  their  stud- 
ies, and  although  the  number  in  attendance  was  so  few,  the  in- 
terest was  kept  up  and  the  advance  highly  satisfactory.  The 
money  appropriated  for  this  school  is  much  less  than  any  in 
town,  but  by  careful  drill  and  study  at  home  the  rank  of  schol- 
arship is  as  high  as  any  in  town.  The  final  examinations 
showed  great  care  and  drill  and  an  excellent  comprehension  of 
the  different  studies.

Scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  have  been  quite  prevalent  at  the 
district  during  the  year.
